CORK IRELAND'S THIRD CITY. 


Scene of Much Violence During Re- 
cent Irish Troubles. 


Cork, the municipality of Lord Mayor 
Terence MacSwiney, who- voluntarily 
starved himself to death, has been rated 
second only to Dublin as a centre of 
anti-Government activity by. the ‘Sirin 
Fein and in rioting and reprisals.

BERLIN, Dec. )11.—‘* I see great perils 
arising for Germany and, indeed, for the 
whole of Europe. The longer the catas- 
trophe ts in coming the more>terrible it 
will be.’’. These are among the last sen- 
tences in the long-awaited: third- volume 
of Bistharck’s memoirs, the remarkable 
prophecy which the man of blood and 
iron made when about to lay down his 
pen after having surveyed the momen- 
tous political age of which he himseif 
had been. the most. conspicuous figure. 

This important volume of history can- 
not yet be obtained in published form. 
The legal ban which the ex-Kaiser man- 
aged to have place it still holds 
good, but the V: e Zeitung pub- 
‘tishes a long summary of and extracts 
from it. 

Bismarck first of all depicts ‘Prince 
William as an admirer .of everything 
Bismarckian, but youth and age were 
not long in falling out. The first chap- 
ter tells a curious story of William's 
disease of ‘‘ swelled head.” In the year 
before his grandfather died the Prince 
drew up a “‘ proclamation '"’ addressed to 
the leading. statesmen and Princes 
throughout the country.

BREMEN, Dee. 12—Rumors received | 
here that’ the “American Government | 
may assist the cotton growers in the | 
United tSates to hold their crops, and 
that the growers will limit their acre- | 
age next year are attracting much at- 
tention among Brenien cotton mer- 
chants. | 

A representative of the merchants told 
The Associated Press representative to- | 
Gay~that the output of German cotton 
mills was now about 50 per ‘cent. of 
normal, but was greatly hampered ‘vy | 
the. fuel shortage. - 

The greatest activity in the cotton in- | 

dustry is in South Germany, where | 
water power is available. Mill owners 
have pooled their interests and are | 
operating a limited number of mills on‘ 
full time rather than all of them on”part | 
time. The merchants say the mills | 
have bought all the cotton needed_for | 
Spring and§most of the supply necessary | 
to cover their Summer needs. Conse- , 
quently there are only a few emergency 
sales. 

There is a general complaint among 
the merchants about the failure. of the 
Americans to deliver cotton promptly 
because of steamer delays, which are, 
alleged to be due to limited oil supply 
and defective machinery. 

As the Bremen Exchange forbids deal- 
ing in futures and. requires) spot de- 
liveries, merchants have been greatly 
inconvenienced by the failure of cotton 
to arrive at the time promised. They 
frequently must’ buy to supply orders 
with a loss in exchange and find them- 
selves overstocked when the Chngoes 
finally arrive.
